W hen the ap­ 
peal is ready an order for discharge 
will be made and then suspended. 
As to bail, the court says: “I am 
disposed to leave the motion for hall 
undeterm ined w ithout prejudice."

question of bail in the hands of the 
federal suprem e court. 
Not Criminal Question 
Much im portance was attached to 
the fact that, 
in 
referring to the 
grounds on which extradition was 
asked, Judge Aldrich said the pa­ 
pers filed by New York state, upon 
their face, negatived the idea of per­ 
sonal crim inal responsibility as the 
whole contention rested on a charge 
of insanity. 
Judge Aldrich’s decision is taken 
here as a defeat for W illiam Travers 
Jerom e and the alienists called by 
him. 
The question of Thaw ’s sanity was 
openly treated. Judge Aldrich said 
th a t the report of the commission 
“ supplem ented by my own observa­ 
tions of the man at the several hear­ 
ings,’’ had satisfied him th a t 4<any 
supposed danger to the community 
through liberty under bail is so re­ 
mote as not to w arrant his being de­ 
prived of liberty or bail on th at 
ground."

As I write, spring is in the air. 
The pictures of festive goats which 
have been on display in shop win­ 
dows are beginning to fade. In tile 
newspapers, “Spring Tonic’’ adver­ 
tisements are springing crocus-like 
alongside the news from the base­ 
ball training camps. 
Spring tonics represent an Inter­ 
esting stage in the development of 
our national intellectual growth. 
It 
would seem that these remedies have 
met a real or fancied need, judging 
bv the fortunes which 
have 
been 
made in their sale. 
What are spring 
tonics? 
Whatever they may contain, 
the main ingredient is some cathar­ 
tic drug. 
Whether or not there is 
anything in the season and the char­ 
acter of food eaten at this time of 
the year w hich calls for cathartics, I 
am unprepared to say. 
However this 
may be, it is certain that consumers 
have been paying too much for what 
benefit they have received. 
This is not a muckraking article. 
I don't believe that any serious harm 
has been done by the enormous quan­ 
tities of spring tonics which have 
been consumed. It is possible that, 
In some lases, intestinal tracts have 
been made dependent upon outside 
stimulation, which they were not 
created to need. 
On tile other hand, 
they may haw? 
done 
much good. 
Whatever virtue spring tonics may 
have, as I have said above, is due to 
the cathartic principle. 
Anyone of 
the common 
household 
“ physics’’ 
will he quite as useful. A nickles 
worth of “salts” or an ounce of cas­ 
tor oil will tone up the system more 
cheaply and quite 
as 
effectively. 
Better even than this, would be a lit­ 
tle careful regard to tood and drink. 
Figs and bran biscuits: turnips and 
squash, as examples of fibre vege­ 
tables; fresh and dried fruits ought 
all he more generally eaten. 
Considerable quantities of water 
should be drunk. For the average 
adult no less than nine or ten glass­ 
fuls per da> are needed. A glass or 
two of cold water before retiring and 
again upon arising in the morning 
are worth more than any of the 
draughts put up in the apothecary 
shop or by the manufacturing chem­ 
ists.
